copel D:ſſcnters there, they ſhould find no 
Uneaſineſs from me, eny farther than 1 
was oblig'd to'it by their own Behaviour — 
And that | am now oblig*d to it, T might 
make the-mſ-lves judger, yet I ſhall treat 
them likes Geotlemen, that if poſſible, they 
may be mov'd to treat others ſo. 

In order to introduce the Caſe hefore me 
the wore clearly to the Underſtanding of 
the Warld, it may be needfal fo give a

Upon the late Invaſion it js well enough 
known, and needs noexamining into, that 
the Meetings of the Diſſenters in Scotland, 
where the Mini ers would net agree to ta%e 
the Orths to the Government, were order'd hy 
the Government to be ſhut up—which was 
at firſt generally done—And ſome of the 
Minifters for refuſing to give Security, &c. 
were put in Priſon, 

Bat the Fears of an Invaſion leſſening, 
and at 14 vaniſhing by the Diſcr1er of the 
FrenchAF- irs, the Magiſtrates of Fdinbrrgh, 
and the Juſtices of the Peace, by little and 
little ſlackning their Hands, aid bearing

with the Inconveniences, the Epiſcopal Mi. 
nifters, even tif] without qualifying, began 
to preach again, at firſt more privately; at 
laſt openly as before ; and thus - they do 
now, tho' many of them ſtil] decline either 
taking the Oaths to the Government, or ſo 
much as praring for the Queen. _ 

This by th= way, is an evid:1ic Teftimony 
of two Things. 1. Thar the Diftur- 
bance,*hey met with b- fore, was pure» 
1y ontheAc-:unt of CivitQualification, 
not their 6ifſcnting from th ERalliſh's 
Charch. A-d 2. That the Maziftrares 
and Jutkices of Peace in Scotland have 
not been forward and eager in the 
ProſecÞtion of theſePeople,a* has been 
ſuggeſted, but have or all Occaſions 
born with and been enlie to them, as 
far as wouldiconfift with their Duty 
to the Laws, and to the Commands of 
their S>veraign. 

Nor will I ſay, that the Epiſcopal Mini- 
ſters in general have made any iſt Uſe of 
this, other than the Opening. of their 
M-<tings againz many of them have too 
much Senſe of their own Intereſt to move 
the Gvernment, to exert” th-mſelves in 
Execution of the Laws againft them; and 


' indeed in all the Difturbance of the Kind 


that has been mad=e, it is apparent. our 
People here. have made a quite different 
Uſe from, 2nd much louder Clamovrs than 
have been made by the Epiſcopal Minifters 
themſelves — They have indeed adher'd to 
their refuſing praying for the Queen, or 
taking the Oaths, and have been more paf- 
ſive-in their Sufferings, than we have re- 

preſented them to he. | 
Again, the Presbyterians, who have been 
here, ſo loudly charg'd with Perſecution, 
have been fo far from what theſe People 
pretend to, that they have not with-held 
from the moſt charitable Contribution tc- 
wards their Sobſiftance—-Nor have the Epiſ- 
copal Clergy been backward to own andac- 
knowledge their Charity—This T have been 
an Eye-Witneſs to in Edinburfb; IT have 
heard the Gentlemen themſelves own its 
and have by their own Permifhon ſeen the 
Lis of the Names of the Contributors, to 
theN-ceffities of the outed Clergy and their 
Families, among whom are always:ſceo ſe- 
veral 
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yerak .cminent..-profeſs'd Members of. the 
Preshjteriay Church, and moft-of the Miyi: 
ſters, of.the ;very City of. Edingburgh, where 
this Complaiat ſeems to center. 

As to the Charity of the Magiſtrates of 
Edinburgh, I need give you no farther Con- 
firmation of it,. than the following Certifi- 
cate, ſign'd by-the Gentlemen. themſelves, 
who are ColteQors of the ſaid. Charity, 
which I. have publiſh'd, as I bave it atreſt- 
ed by good Hands in Edinbwgh; and-if any
